About 5'00 laborers were worklng on the east and west ends of the 
nmway and the Western connecting lane.

Tnus, the area occupied by Soviets 
tsas obstructed from sight. The destroyed building in the field area 
was oompletely removed. Lauchstaedter Strasse was torn up between 
ile intersection with Gerichtsrnin and the intersection with Pritz 
Kouter Strasse. The embankod road about 1 meter high wos leveled.

progress during the preceamg im weeks. The las t strip of 100 meters 
of the west end of the rvmvay was torn u p,

'-astern end about 1^0 meters from Lauchstaedter Gtrasse. The portion 
of the rtmway at the intersection with the tariway was reinforced. 
Level ing continued at the west end of the runway. 
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5« A ocnstruction foreman at the field said that a Soviet englneer, 
a general officer had, inspectod the field on 21 September and that, 
thereupon, changes were performed on the runway. 

6. The ru nway and taxiway were Interconneeted by four oonnectlng lanes, 
two of which wei’e close to each other at the east end of the runway.

The Darracks buildings have been occupied by 700 to 1,000 Soviet 
Air Force troops since September 1951. These soldiers are probably 
the advance detail of an air unit.
